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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal phraseology. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
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patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-8 and 1 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,338,559 to Williams et al ("Williams"). 

5. Williams discloses an apparatus and method for improving vision and retinal imaging 
(FIG. 1 A) comprising a light source (106) for producing a beam of light, a corrector (118) 
comprising a deformable mirror, a Hartmann-Shack wavefront sensor (130), a testing unit 
comprising a video display (138) for projecting eye tests, optical means (1 10, 1 12, 1 16, 120, 122, 
124 and 125) for directing the beam of light to said corrector, to the retina, to said wavefront 
sensor and to the testing unit, and a computer (132) operably connected to said wavefront sensor 
and said corrector. Williams discloses a fixation target (FIG. IB). Williams discloses using the 
information determined by the apparatus to fabricate contact lens, IOL, or custom surgery (FIG. 
1A, ref. 152). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Williams in view 



of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0140899 to Blum et al ("Blum"). 
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8. Williams discloses the above limitations but does not expressly disclose a liquid crystal 
spatial light modulator. Blum teaches the use of an LCD SLM as a wavefront corrector. At the 
time of the invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
device of Williams to incorporate an LCD SLM in place of the deformable mirror, since Blum 
teaches that an LCD SLM is a functional equivalent of a deformable mirror for correcting an 
aberrated wavefront. 

9. Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Williams in 
view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0140902 to Guirao et al ("Guirao"). 

10. Williams discloses the above limitations but does not expressly disclose an adjustable 
lens. Guirao teaches applying a sphero-cylindrical correction with a corrector (710, FIG. 7) that 
one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize as a phoropter configuration. At the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Williams to 
include an adjustable lens, as taught by Guirao, in order to apply a low-order correction.
